Noll  Toga  rebounds  after  last  year's  disaster

Last  year,  the  annual  Noll 
Toga  Party  was  abruptly  can¬ 
celed  at  the  last  minute  under  a 
haze  of  scandal  and  intrigue.

The  Maniscalco  administra¬ 
tion  developed  a  new  policy 
toward  dorm  parties  as  a  result 
of  the  Incident.

Conflict  rekindles  American  patriotism

Our  country  has  been  in  a 
patriotic  abyss  for  almost  40 
years.  Since  the  Initial  afterglow 
resulting  from  the  success  of 
World  War  II  subsided,  the  en¬ 
suing  generations  of  Americans 
have  been  deprived  in  many  ways 
of  a  feel  for  the  patriotism  that 
arises  from  a  decisive  and  effec¬ 
tive  foreign  policy  and  a  unified 
effort  In  Its  effective  execution. 

The  Korean  conflict  and  the 
Vietnam  conflict  were  the  only 
two  instances  In  which  patriot¬ 
ism  might  have  become  a  preva¬ 
lent  feeling  since  World  War  II. 
Since  both  of  these  actions  sire 
viewed  by  many  as  failures  mili¬ 
tarily  or  politically,  either  be¬ 
cause  of  capitulation  or  lack  of 
public  support,  no  major  feeling 
of  patriotism  has  been  experi¬ 
enced  In  the  United  States  for 
some  time. 

The  present  situation  in  the 
Middle  East  seems,  at  least  for 
the  time  being,  to  have  changed 


the  attitudes  of  many  Ameri¬ 
cans.  The  support  for  the  libera¬ 
tion  of  Kuwait  felt  in  the  United 
States  is  perhaps  the  greatest 
asset  to  a  growing  trend  towards 
a  newly  reclaimed  feeling  of 
patriotism. 

An  incredible  percentage  of 
Americans  surveyed  In  many 
polls  taken  throughout  the  cri¬ 
sis  who  support  the  actions  of 
our  country  seem  to  Indicate  a 
waxing  feeling  of  pride  and  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  performance  and 
purpose  of  our  action. 

The  anti-war  rallies  that  ini¬ 
tially  numbered  into  the  thou¬ 
sands  have  now  waned  to  dismal 
numbers.  Flags  are  again  flying 
on  flagpoles  and  outside  various 
establishments  as  well  as  yellow 
ribbons  that  serve  as  reminders 
of  the  contributions  made  by  our 
fighting  men  and  women  In  the 
Gulf  region. 

Morale  Is  extremely  high 
among  both  the  troops  abroad 


and  the  civilians  here  at  home. 

Television  coverage  of  the 
successful  air  war  and  the  seem¬ 
ingly  successful  ground  war  have 
also  aided  in  this  newly  rekindled 
aura  of  patriotism. 

As  viewed  by  millions  of 
Americans,  this  Is  a  “good  war." 
Our  countiy  is  fighting  for  a 
cause  deemed  right  by  our  Con¬ 
gress,  our  President,  and  such 
international  political  bodies  as 
the  United  Nations. 

If  we  are  to  gamer  anything 
beneficial  from  our  actions  In 
the  Gulf  region,  perhaps  we 
should  be  thankful  for  the  single 
voice  that  is  calling  louder  and 
louder  each  day.  This  voice  is 
that  of  patriotism. 

Our  cou  ntry  is  finding  a  pride 
that  has  been  lost  for  almost 
four  decades.  Perhaps  this  will 
be  enough  of  a  catalyst  In  our  so¬ 
ciety  to  make  our  country  once 
again  a  great  nation  and  the 
envy  of  the  rest  of  the  world.

given  at  Purdue 


in  speech

Former  United  States  Presi¬ 
dent  Jimmy  Carter  spoke  at 
Elliott  Music  Hall  on  the  Purdue 
University  campus  Tuesday, 
Feb.  12.  Carter,  who  teaches 
now  at  Emory  University,  spoke 
to  a  crowd  of  6,000,  plus  an¬ 
other  900  who  watched  the  si¬ 
multaneous  broadcast  at  the 
nearby  Loeb  Playhouse. 

His  speech  and  his  30-mln- 
ute  question  answering  period 
centered  on  the  Persian  GulfWar, 
his  time  in  office  and  his  rela¬ 
tionships  with  the  presidents 
who  have  succeeded  him.  Al¬ 
though  he  told  the  audience 
several  times  that  he  did  not 
want  to  question  President 
George  Bush's  policy,  he  did  say, 
“the  Issuance  of  ultimatums 
publicly  from  the  United 
States. .  .is  not  the  way  to  prevent 
a  war  or  to  end  an  aggression.’ 
He  recommended  private  nego¬ 


tiations  and  mediations  though 
they  may  be  arduous  and  tiring. 
He  gave  an  example  of  a  tactic 
used  by  the  U.S.,  Japan,  France, 
Canada  and  other  countries  in 
the  effort  to  stop  Muammar 
Qaddafll  fircm  accepting  hijacked 
piloted  planes  into  Libya.  A 
private  letter  was  sent  to  Qad- 
dafl  telling  him  commercial  air¬ 
lines  would  discontinue  service 
to  Libya  if  he  did  not  turn  over 
the  hijackers.  Carter  said,  “He 
(Qaddafi)  never  again  accepted  a 
hijacked  plane." 

Carter  spoke  in  defense  of 
the  criticism  of  his  defense  de¬ 
partment  directed  at  him  by 
former  President  Ronald  Reagan. 
Carter  said  the  defense  budget 
was  raised  each  of  his  years  in 
office.  This  was  due.  in  large 
part,  to  the  fact  that  the  United 
States  and  its  people  had  previ¬ 
ously  desired  a  scaling  down  of 
the  defense  budget  following  the 


withdrawal  from  the  Vietnam 
War. 

His  praise  of  his  Secretary  of 
Defense  went  a  little  too  far  when 
he  said  that  Harold  Brown  of  Cal 
Tech  “came  from  what  might  be 
the  best  engineering  school  in 
the  world."  The  Purdue  faith¬ 
ful's  response  let  him  know  they 
were  upset  by  being  slighted.  He 
said  his  relations  with  the  Bush 
administration  are  very  good, 
and  that  he  has  been  consulted 
regarding  the  present  crisis  situ¬ 
ation  in  the  Middle  East  because 
of  his  experience  with  the  area. 

Carter  has  been  nominated 
for  the  Nobel  Peace  Prize  for  his 
work  in  Ethiopia,  and  the  elec¬ 
tions  in  Panama,  Nicaragua  and 
Haiti.  He  was  lauded  on  Tues¬ 
day  night  for  his  work  with 
Habitat  For  Humanity.  He 
downplayed  his  contribution  by 
saying  it  is  only  for  one  week  out 
of  the  year. 


Science  Hall,  Halleck  Center  plagued  by  break-ins

Since  Christmas  break, 
Halleck  Student  Center  on  the 
Saint  Joseph’s  College  campus 
has  endured  three  unsuccessful 
break-ins  and  has  fallen  victim 
to  one.  According  to  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent  for  Student  Affairs  Bill 
Maniscalco,  the  bookstore  was 
robbed  of  several  hundred  dol¬ 
lars'  worth  of  merchandise.  A 
third-floor  room  withheld  two 
attempted  break-ins,  as  did  the 
Campus  Ministry  office. 

Since  SJC  students  were  not 
on  campus  during  that  time 
period,  Maniscalco  was  led  to 


believe  that  the  crimes  were  done 
by  someone  outside  of  the  col¬ 
lege  community.  According  to 
Maniscalco,  only  one  campus 
security  guard  is  on  duty  during 
the  early  morning  hours  ,so 
Halleck  is  left  unattended  most 
of  the  night. 

“Security  is  on  clock  rounds 
in  the  dorms  for  security  rea¬ 
sons.  We  have  implemented 
other  procedures,  but  for  obvi¬ 
ous  reasons  I  would  rather  not 
have  them  printed,"  said  Manis¬ 
calco. 

In  the  week  before  Thanks¬ 
giving  break,  a  skeleton  was 


stolen  from  a  Science  lab  after  a 
Are  extinguisher  was  thrown 
through  a  glass  panel  on  one  of 
the  doors. 

Maniscalco  did  not  specu¬ 
late  on  whether  the  break-ins 
could  be  related  but  in  general 
did  not  see  the  recent  wave  of 
attempted  break-ins  as  a  major 
concern. 

“This  is  unusual.  We  [SJC) 
have  a  very  low  student-initi¬ 
ated  crime  rate  and  a  low  inci¬ 
dence  of  crime  from  the  outside. 
The  latter  is  because  of  our  rural 
location."  said  Maniscalco.

1.  Mark  I  vers  discussed 
Bennett's  attempts  at  getting  anABC 
license  from  Maniscalco;  was  told  at 
the  Student  Life  Committee  meeting 
that  the  question  of  a  beer  and  brat 
tent  would  be  looked  into;  Later, 
Maniscalco  informed  I  vers  that 
Maniscalco 


would  not  sign  an  alcohol  license, 
no  matter  what  the  Student  Life 
Committee  ruled. 

Ivers  suggested  that  each  dorm 
government  check  their  dorm  flies 
in  the  Student  Affairs  Office  periodi¬ 
cally  to  be  aware  of  what  is  being 
placed  in  that  file.  Father  Banet  told 
ivers  that  he  was  not  against  drink¬ 
ing.  but  he  is  against  uncontrolled 
drinking.  Banet  would  help  if  help 
was  needed. 

2.  O'Neill  read  an  article  in 
the  Feb.  14  Issue  of  STUFF.  In  it, 
Maniscalco  states  that  he  feels  the 
“intelligent"  members  of  Senate  will 
vote  for  his  alcohol  policy.  Ques¬ 
tions  were  raised  as  to  whom  he 
feels  the  unintelligent  members  of 
Senate  are.  and  whether  Manls- 
calco's  line  of  thinking  is  Intelligent. 
It  was  proposed  that  a  letter  be 
written  to  the  editor  complaining  of 
Manlscalco's  comments. 

3.  Proposed  Alcohol  Policy  — 
Patronlk  stated  that  thepenalties 


would  be  for  one  year  and  would 
NOT  be  cumulative  over  four  years. 
The  policy  would  operate  on  a  point 
system: 

- 1  can  or  cup  of  alcohol  =  1  point 
-1  caseofbeerorabottleofhard  liq¬ 
uor  =  3  points  and  a  possible  $10 
fine 

-Keg  of  beer  =  5  points  and  $50  fine 
A  person  Is  allowed  up  to  10 
points  prior  to  being  on  probation.  If 
on  probation  and  are  written  up  = 
16  hrs.  community  service.  An¬ 
other  write-up  =  alcohol  education 
class  with  Dr.  Kenny.  Additional 
write-up  =  $250  peace  bond.  An¬ 
other  write-up  =  suspension  for  1 
semester  after  the  case  has  gone 
before  a  review  board  to  hear  the 
situation.  Any  additional  write-up 
leads  to  dismissal  from  the  college. 

The  policy  was  tabled  back 
to  the  committee  for  refinement  and 
to  generate  options.

The  19-7  Lady  Puma  basket¬ 
ball  team  has  sealed  the  lid  on 
Its  own  coffin  with  an  overtime 
loss  to  Wisconsin-Parkside  and 
a  72-64  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
Kentucky  Wesleyan,  thus  elimi¬ 
nating  themselves  from  any 
chance  of  a  post-season  NCAA 
tournament  bid.  The  Pumas  now 
sit  fourth  In  the  conference 
behind  Kentucky  Stste,  Bel- 
larmine  and  lUPU-Fort  Wayne. 

Although  other  teams  with 
the  same  record  as  the  Lady 
Pumas  may  make  the  tourna¬ 
ment,  Coach  Keith  Freeman 
describes  It  as  a  case  of  “What 
have  you  done  for  me  lately?' 
And  having  dropped  five  of  their 
last  eight  contests,  the  Lady 
Pumas  have  not  done  much  of 
anything  lately,  at  least  to  Im¬ 
press  those  responsible  for 
handing  out  tournament  bids.

Can  the  Indiana  Hooslers  win 
the  NCAA  Championship  as  they 
did  in  1987?  Ricky  Calloway, 
Steve  Alford  and  Keith  Smart 
are  gone,  and  so  are  Gerald 
Paddio,  Armon  Gilliam  and  Fred¬ 
die  Banks  of  UNLV,  whom  Indi¬ 
ana  beat  in  the  semifinals  that 
year.  Indiana's  opponent  In  the 
final,  Syracuse,  also  has  a  new- 
look  powerhouse.  They  have 
been  able  to  replace  Derrick  Cole¬ 
man.  the  freshman  sensation  In 
1987,  Rony  Seikaly,  and  the 
General,  Sherman  Douglas,  who 
have  all  gone  on  to  promising 
NBA  careers. 

In  recent  years  the  champi¬ 
onship  was  considered  to  be  up 
for  grabs.  Many  teams  were 
capable  of  winning;  who  it  was 
depended  on  which  team  was 
hottest  at  tournament  time.  Who 
suspected  a  Danny  Manning- 
led  Kansas  team  would  win?  How 
about  the  amazing  Villanova 
victory  over  Patrick  Ewing  and 
the  Georgetown  Hoyas? 

This  year  there  will  be  no 
upset  winner  until  UNLV  can  be 
defeated,  and  their  defeat  will 
not  come  at  the  hands  of  an 
upstart.  They  proved  that  with 
the  demolition  of  the  Princeton 
Tigers  earlier  this  year.  The 
Rebels  have  too  much  talent, 
defense  and  rebounding  strength 
to  let  an  unknown  beat  them. 

College  teams  can  be  com¬ 
petitive  if  they  have  quality 
guards;  North  Carolina  State, 
with  Chris  Corclanl  and  Rodney 


Freeman  is  quick  to  point 
out  that  defense,  or  lack  thereof, 
has  largely  been  responsible  for 
the  team’s  recent  slump.  Their 
opponents’  field  goal  percentage 
has  skyrocketed  to  nearly  50%, 
a  far  cry  from  an  average  around 
35%  during  the  first  16  games. 
This  Increase  has  resulted  from 
the  team's  allowing  too  much 
lane  penetration  and  second- 
shot  opportunities. 

Poor  defense  has.  In  turn, 
hindered  the  Pumas’  'run  and 
gun"  style  of  offense.  With  oppo¬ 
nents  scoring  more  frequently, 
the  Pumas  have  been  forced  into 
a  half-court  offense  more  often 
than  they  would  have  liked,  and 
Freeman  admits,  “Our  strength 
is  definitely  not  in  our  half-court 
offense,  and  throughout  the 
season  teams  have  found  that 
out" 

On  a  more  positive  note,  the 


Monroe,  is  a  prime  example.  A 
problem  arises  for  teams  such 
as  this  when  they  meet  with 
teams  that  have  size  and  talent 
on  the  front  line.  UNLVs 
strength  comes  from  Stacey 
Augmon  and  Larry  Johnson. 
They  also  have  George  Ackles 
andjunlor  college  transfer  Elmer 
Spencer.  Any  team  that  hopes 
to  beat  the  Rebels  must  have  at 
least  two  quality  big  men  in  their 
lineup.  Michigan  State  must  be 
dreading  the  thought  of  being 
sent  out  to  the  west  regional  as 
Ohio  State  was  for  last  year’s 
tournament. 

Ohio  State  may  be  able  to 
match  up  physically  with  UNLV. 
Peny  Carter,  Treg  Lee  and  Jimmy 
Jackson  arguably  form  the  best 
front  line  In  college  ball  today. 
Jeff  Robinson,  at  7'  tall.  Is  a 
valuable  reserve.  The  Buckeyes 
played  the  tough  in  last  year's 
NCAA  tournament  though  they 
lost  to  the  Rebels  In  a  tightly 
contested  game.  Syracuse  also 
has  a  formidable  front  line  con¬ 
sisting  of  Billy  Owens,  LeRon 
Ellis  and  the  highflying  David 
Johnson.  Their  freshman  point 
guard,  Adrian  Autry,  may  be  able 
to  lead  the  way  past  the  Rebels, 
despite  a  coaching  liability  in 
the  person  of  Jim  Boehelm. 

Indiana  will  have  to  hope  for 
a  bigger  and  stronger  team  to 
defeat  UNLV.  The  Hooslers  do 
not  have  the  big  men  needed  to 
neutralize  the  Rebels.  Calbert 
Cheaney  can  score  points  but 
Eric  Anderson  and  the  crew  will
